tStates Senator Richard Kenney of Del- 
aware wai placed on trial la the 
United Btatef eireolt conrt for the 
second time on charges growing out 
of tbe First National bank of Dover 
by its eathler, William N. Bona. 

Senator Kenney was last arraigned 
on the charge of aiding and abetting 
Boggs in misapplying the bank's funds 
in laat Juljr, and after a trial lasting 
dvtr one Week, tlie Jury disagreed 
Since then the charge of conspiracy 
has been joined to the first charge 
The discovery of a shortage in the 
bank came In May, 1897, wlien Caaliler 
Boggs suddenly left Dover. The bank 
Was found to have been looted In the 
sum of 1107,000, or a little over its 
capital stock. President Richardson 
Of the bank caia^ to ti^fi rescue and 
MTSd the InttltAtion' from fallnre. 

Boggs subsequently gave himself up 
and admitted his defalcation, at the 
same time making statements which 
led to the arreat of Sknator iienaey 
iifd iAteral other ettiteaa of 'tHirer 
Two of the latter have been convicted 
and are now serving terms in the 
Trenton penitentiary. Hoggs pleaded 
guilty and Is awaitii)g sentence. Ine 
eTidesM acilnat #eiistor Keney deals 
largely with a«n«ndiM itock traasae- 
tlons in which he and Boggs were 

InterePted. 

Dvrlag his last trial, Senator Ken- 
ney jifv» riffMented by Senator Oray 
hii fHlengne In the senate, and Levi 
C. Bird. Senator Oray is now In Paris 
with the peace commission and ex- 
Attorney General John Biggs is as- 
sisting Mr. Bird. District Attorney 
Vandergrift repreamita the coTernaMBt 
in the proBeeutioB. 

Court did not open until late, but 
the accused senator was on hand early 
After the usual preliminaries, the Jury 
was auicklf aeleeted. It la said to be 
composed of setw Demoerata and fire 
Republicans. In his opening address 
to the jury, District Attorney Vande 
grift said be Would be able to prove 
that Senator Kenney drew BOBey from 
the bank to whieh he waa not ei 
titled, and u»ed it to tide over dif- 
ficulties brought upon him by stock 
speculations. He said that by an ar- 
rangement Flth Poggi, Senator Ko&- 
ney drew aniey -f^ooi the bank when 
he had no funds there, Bogge making 
the defendant's account balance by the 
use of other money In the bank or in 
■ome initanoea by withholding the 
oenator*! eheeki imti! he bad iiutke 
good the deficit. 

H. A. Richardson, president of the 
bank, testified to Hoksh' connection 
With the institution and said It came 
to tha attantloB «C the dlrectom in 
October, 1996, that Bogga bad been 
gambling. He confeased bis fault and 
waa forgiven. Witnea.s had no further 
reason to suspect Boggs until after bis 
, flight in May. 1^96- Mr. Richardson 
■aid the defalcation was |107,000 and 
that the bank 'was able to continue 
by himself and others guaranteeing 
the stockholders from any loss and re- 
ducing the aapttal cloek firoia tU|«,ooo 

to 150.000. 

A cause of delay and argument at 
the former trial was avo.ded by the 
admission of numerous checks drawn 
bjr Senator Kenney to the order of a 
number of eenoaa aad paid by the 
First National bank. Theea eorered 
the period from May to September, 
1896, and aggregated nearly $9,000. Of 
thia amount |5,868 represented stock 
dealings with B. B. Guthb«rt ft Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. It was ad 
mitted that Senator Kenney signed 
checks for $4,200 of the amount repre- 
snted in stock transactions for Boggs' 
benefit The remainder represented 
bis own dealings. It was vet Oevel- 
oped what stock was mainly dealt In, 
although counsel for the defendant 
tried to get Mr. Richard-'on to say the 
defaulter had dealt in Bay SUte Gas. 

Numerous telegratos Vetween Sena- 
tor Kenney and Cuthbert ft Company 
were also admitted. They represented 
calls for forttier payment on stock 
and deaiiags in regard to stock, but 
none of the telegrams was read to the 
jury. Court then adjourped.

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 6.— Three hun- 
dred Kentucky tobacco growers are 
here to attend the state convention. 
The convention is not composed of to- 
bacco bands and tenants, but of land- 
lords trying to eomblne agalnat the 
tobacco tfust, Which cbntrtris half the 
tobacco output of this country. As 
Kcnturky produi-cK 5," per cent of all 
the tobacco grown in the UaMed States, 
the landlords believe they can go into 
the pool and block the tntot None 
of the 1898 crop has been marketed. 
The landlords propose to keep the to- 
bacco at home and borrow money, If 
necessary, to carry their Unanta. 

Only a oertein amount will be mar- 
keted each week. The manufacturers 
will have to pay more than the average 
six cent^ a pound they are row offer- 
ing or get no tobacco. This year's 
crop in Kentucky amounta to 260,000,- 
000 pounds and is of eseelleat qoallty. 
The landlords say It ought to be worth 
10 cents all around, as the visible sup- 
ply of oM tobacco is lees than it uas 
been for years, owing to short crops of 
last year. 

Among the prominent tobacco ^men 
already here are P. McGuire, George 
R. Snyder. W. T. Jones of Louisville; 
B. C. Qar^per of Hart county and L. 
H. <!raig of Sokt eotety. Landlords 
are here from Bath, Montgomery, Mad- 
ison, Jessamine, Woodford, Scott, 
Bourbon and many other eoantlei. 

Detroit Shut Oat. 
Detroit, Dec. 6. — The greatest snow 
and wind storm ever known here has 
kept communication by wire from this 
city practically at a sUndstUl for 24 
hours. Street car traffic has been 
blocked almost completely and general 
business is demoralized. Hurricane 
Signals were displayed for the first 
time in the hlstn^y of the lower lak.' 
region. There has be*n a number of 
accidents and much damage to pro- 
perty as a result of the blltzard, but 
there waa no loss of life. The storm 
came from the northwbst

ronlede does all of those things, and be 
is a member of the French cfausmber of 
deputies he has been tot ■■▼atal 
years. 

Of late M. Deronlede has found bis 
opportunity in tho auti-Dreyfua riots, 
and ou more than oue occasioii he has 
been tbe leader of a bonlevard mob that 
has valiantly sbonted itself hoarse in 
denouDoement of fireyfns and aU other 
Jews, and then retired to the oafes for 
fresh inspiration. 

American pnblio life offers uo par- 
allel to tho character of tliis man, of 
whom it has been said that "ho was 
born a poet and became a politician." 
Deronlede Is above all an enthusiast. 

When he was a law student of 17, be 
began writing veinea They were polit- 
ical and patriotic enough to gain tbe 
eye of tho police, but not K'<'od euongh 
to be noticed by tbe critics. Then be 
traveled for a year or two and returned 
to Paris to write a play, whiob was 
promptly accepted and p ro d aesd at the 
Theatre Francaia At the beginning of 
the war vitb Germany he looked on 
apathetically, but whun ho saw France 
being beaten he rushed to join the army. 
He fought valiantly and was decorated 
for bravery. He was also wounded. 
During tbe commune he was shot in the 
arm, uiid while lying in tho hospital 
wrote that litflo volume of patriotic 
verses which made iiini famous. More 
than 70 editions weru sold within six 
mouths. 

Tbea he met Oambetta, and the lat- 
ter pBebed bim into polities. Deronlede 
went at it with a will and founded tbe 

Patriotic league, which had a member- 
ship of 250,000 within a year. Ah one 
of the leaders of tbe fioulangist faction 
be made himself oonspicnoos by his at- 
taoiu OD tbe government^ and since 
Bonlanger's death he has championed 
almost every freak of polltioa Inddent- 
ally he has fought a number bt dvels, 
none of which has resulted ilk aMh 
loss of blood on either sida

Washington, Dec. fi.— Representative 
Sulzer of Nt \v York, riaiking Demo- 
cr.'itic niembT of the lu!U,-;e committpe 
on military affairs, introduced a reso- 
lution "authorising and directing tbe 
committee on military affairs to in- 
vestigate the war department and the 
ronchu t of the Spanisli-Anierlcan W»r." 
'ihe resolution is as follows: 

Resolved. That the committee OU 
military affairs be, and tbe same here- 
by is. authorised and directed to Inves- 
tigate the war department and tbe eon- 
duct of the recent ^ar between Spain 
and the United Statfy, and report all 
of said proceedings with their find- 
ings, conclusions and recommendations 
to tbe house of representatives with all 
convenient speed. 

"That said committee is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to send for 
books, (iwuments, papers and persons, 
examine persons under oath, sit in any 
part of the United States, employ a 
stenographer and that the sergeant at 
arms is hereby directed to attend said 
committee and carry out its directions. 

"That the necessary expenses of tbe 
investigation be paid out of the con- 
tingent iUQd of the bouse." 

The resolution was referred to the 
committee on miliUry affairs.

Secretary Ojeda of the Spanish com- 
mission, when questioned after tbe 
sseetlng as to the progrees Bade, ans- 
wered excitedly: "I am almost mad.

will be left for settlement In tbe regu- 
lar diplomatic process when relations 
between the two govemmenta are 
again resumed.

Transport Bapido, with 
transport Filiplnas In tow; the torpedo 
boat Vincento Ynea PInson and cruli- 
ers Hernan Cortes and E*naeneda will 
sail on Dec. 18 and proceed for Mar-

rying Admiral Manterola and his staff, 
and cruisers Diego Velasques and Mar- 
ques de IfoUns, will depart on Dec. 
26 and will also go to Martinique. 
Thence the Sset Will pnu p. d for Spain, 
going by way of Cape Verde islands.

gold medal with appropriate designs 
be prepared by tho director of the mint 
and that said medal be presented to 
her by the president of tbe United 
States at such time and In sueh man- 
ner as he may determine."

The Myeterr of tlie Raaor. 

It is a matter of common experienee 

that a r.Tzor left for awhile unused bo- 
conieH Iduut. A writer in Chanibors' 
.Journal Kaya that rust cauded by tho 
moisture in the atuiot>phere is quite 
enough to aooouut far thia. Bhaarers, 
lor instance, who bava to nsa partio- 
nlarly sharp instmments, 'never aet 

thi'ir shears till just liefnro usinj;, Wliat 
is nut t-o generally known is that u ru 
zor which will not out will booomo 
sharper sometimes by being left aside 
for some time. The only explanation of 
this is that the electrical properties of 
the metal in the edge become changed. 

A "wireed^e" is noinnionly put on a 
tool by aujateurs. The htetd turns and 
lolan ba(;k on itself. It in owing to the 
edge being made too long aud thin, or 
the metal being too soft. The only onre 
for a wire edge is to break off tba bent 
portion and grind and set again. 

"A kuife that cuta butter wiien it is 
hot" (aud under no other oircuinstances) 
we sometimes meet with. Wo have 
been going into tho reasons of tbipgs, 
and the reason of this is easily aiplaia- 
ed. Heat expanda matai. and in pvopor- 
tioo to the amoont of metal which ia 
heated. There is more metal in the 
breadth of a blade than in iis thicknesH, 
and tho former, therefum, is expanded 
immensely more than tho latter. In oth- 
er words, the weilj/eliko shape is length- 
ened, and the tool becomes "sharp."
